HIGHLIGHTS 


August 14 - 20, 1994 


Tropical Storm Beryl formed in the northeastern Gulf of Mexico on Sunday 
and moved inland near Panama City, FL on Monday evening. The remnant 
circulation of Beryl accelerated northward, parallel to the Appalachians, 
dumping intense but short-lived rainfall. Late in the week, a cold front 
triggered beneficial showers across the eastern Corn Belt. Farther south, 
thunderstorms provided pre-planting moisture for winter wheat areas from 
south-central Kansas southward into northern Texas. 


Beryl moved ashore with sustained winds of 50 miles per hour (mph), with 
gusts above 60 mph. Even inland, Tallahassee, FL clocked a peak gust of 
64 mph. Torrential rainfall pelted northwestern Florida, as well as the 
foothills and mountains from northeastern Georgia to southern New York.

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National Agricultural Summary 


August 15 - 21, 1994 


HIGHLIGHTS: Producers remained uneasy about soil dryness in parts 
of the Corn Belt where scanty, uneven rain fell but did not replenish the 
soil moisture. Scattered rains late in the week left dry pockets, 
lowering some row crop conditions. Crop damage from thunderstorms 
and hail in northeastern Iowa was reported, while in Illinois, the 
continued dryness caused concern over soybeans losing blooms and 
aborting pods. Warmer weather in the Great Lakes region improved 
crop progress for the row crops, but continued warm weather is needed 
to mature the row crops and prepare them for harvest. Rain fell along 
the eastern seaboard early in the week, leaving soils saturated and 
hampering field activities. In the Southeastern States, sunshine and dry 
weather was needed for the cotton crop: The heat wave in the Western 
States continued, where the hot, dry weather caused worsening soil 
moisture shortages, and irrigation water shortages remained a concern. 
Some cotton in the southern Great Plains received much-needed rain, 
but the scattered showers did not cover the bulk of the cotton-growing 
region. Clear weather in the northern and central Great Plains region 


allowed the small grain harvest to advance. 


SMALL GRAINS: Spring wheat harvested was 46 percent(%) 
complete, up 17 percentage points from last week but 6 points 
behind the 5-year average. The wheat harvested in Montana 
advanced 25 points from last week, while the wheat harvest was 
27 points ahead of the average. North Dakota’s wheat harvest 
advanced 17 points from last week but was 18 points behind the 
average. The condition for spring wheat was mostly good, down 
slightly from last week, with 59% of the spring wheat crop rated 
good to excellent. 


FIELD CROPS: Corn condition was mostly good, virtually 
unchanged from last week, with 81% of the corn rated as good 
to excellent. Corn condition declined in Missouri from last 
week, with 46% of the corn rated as excellent this week 
compared to 55% last week. Corn in the dough stage for the 17 
major producing States was 77%, up 18 points from last week 
and 16 points ahead of the average. Ohio and Iowa increased 
corn doughing by 30 points from last week, with Iowa 35 points 
ahead of the average. Corn was 33% dented, up 16 points from 
last week and 7 points ahead of the average. Nebraska corn 
dented was up 32 points from last week, and was 28 points 
ahead of the average, while Indiana was 5 points behind the 
average. 


Cotton condition was down from last week for the 14 major 
producing States, with 56% of the cotton crop rated as good to 
excellent compared with 62% for last week. The cotton 
condition for Texas dropped from last week, with 12% of the 
crop rated as poor compared to 7% last week. Bolls opening 
were 16% complete, up 6 points from last week and 1 point 
ahead of the average. Georgia and Louisiana reported bolls 
opening at 8 and 7 points behind the average, respectively. 
Cotton producers in Georgia reported that dry weather and 
sunshine were needed. Louisiana producers were preparing for 


the cotton harvest and spraying for weevils. In the Texas plains, 
irrigation was constant with some fields shedding fruit following 
the hot and dry conditions from previous weeks. 


Sorghum condition in the 12 States was down from last week, 
with 61% of the sorghum reported as good to excellent. Sorghum 
condition declined in Kansas and Mississippi from lack of soil 
moisture. Sorghum headed was 93% for the week, 6 points ahead 
of last week and 14 points ahead of the average. Sorghum headed 
was 30 points ahead of the average in Kansas, while Nebraska was 
17 points ahead. Sorghum turning color at 46% was 10 points 
ahead of last week and the average for the 12 major producing 
States. The sorghum harvest was nearing completion in southern 


Texas, while fields in the plains showed signs of heat and dry-soil 
stress. 


Rice condition was mostly good, up slightly from last week. Rice 
headed was 93%, up 9 points from last week and 14 points ahead 
of the average. Rice harvested was 15% complete, up 5 points 
from last week and matching the average for the five major 
producing States. Arkansas reported rice headed at 95%, 22 
points ahead of the average, while rice harvested was 1 point 
behind the average. 


Soybean condition was down from last week, with 71% of the 
soybean crop rated as good to excellent compared with 79% last 
week. Soybean condition rated good to excellent in Illinois at 
63%, compared to 78% last week. Soybeans setting pods were 
reported at 88% for the 19 major producing States, 9 points ahead 
of last week and 12 points ahead of the average. Ohio and 
Missouri increased over 25 points from last week for setting pods, 
while Michigan and Kansas both increased 15 points from last 
week. In Kansas and Missouri, bean development was reported 
limited by the dry conditions.

Although widespread flooding occurred along Beryl’s path, major flooding, 
like that observed with Tropical Storm Alberto’s remnants in early July, was 
averted due to the storm’s acceleration after landfall. Rainfall included 9.26 
inches on Monday in Apalachicola, FL. Tallahassee, FL recorded 6.39 
inches in 24 hours on August 15-16. For the 24 hours ending at 8 a.m. EDT 
on August 17, local rainfall topped 6 inches from northeastern Georgia to 
southwestern Virginia. With amounts boosted by Beryl and its remnants, 
weekly rainfall included 10.03 inches in Tallahassee, FL, 5.23 inches in 
Asheville, NC, 5.20 inches in Augusta, GA, and 4.22 inches in Greenville, 


SC. Weekly totals surpassed 3 inches in locations such as Roanoke, VA, 
Charleston, WV, and Scranton, PA. 


Farther west, heavy thunderstorms pounded north-central New Mexico with 
up to 2 inches of rain on August 14-15, the only notable relief in an 
otherwise hot, dry week for the Southwest and interior Northwest. El 
Paso, TX hit 100°F on Saturday, the 56th such occurrence this year, 
breaking the record of 55 days set in 1980. Midland, TX reached the 100- 
degree plateau for the 31st time on Friday, third on the all-time list behind 
1964 (52 days) and 1977 (43 days). Roswell, NM, with 104°F on Friday, 
set its third consecutive daily record high. Farther north, Salt Lake City, 
UT registered 100°F on Tuesday, a record-setting seventh triple-digit reading 
in August, and a record-tying (with 1960) 21st day of 100-degree heat this 


year. On August 17, Grand Junction, CO measured its latest 100-degree 
reading on record. Boise, ID reached 90°F or above on each day during the 
week (including 105°F on August 14), stretching their record-setting heat 
wave to 44 days (the streak ended with a high of 89°F on August 21). The 
former record of 40 days was set in 1961. The 100-degree heat crept as far 
east as eastern Montana early in the week, where Miles City peaked at 
102°F on Monday. Heat also spread into western Oklahoma and much of 
Texas. Houston, TX recorded 101°F on Monday, while Gage, OK regis- 
tered 104°F on Wednesday and Friday. In contrast, an unseasonable chill 
cloaked the eastern Plains and the Midwest. Daily record lows on Monday 
included 45°F in Spencer, IA and 51°F in Omaha, NE. A day later, a low 
of 53°F in Tulsa, OK came within 1°F of their August record low. Also on 
Tuesday, Kansas City, MO (49°F) marked its earliest ever sub-50°F reading. 


The late-week cold front cooled the southern Plains and reinforced the cool 
pattern across the Midwest and east-central Plains. Heavy rain developed 
in the Ozark Plateau and adjacent areas on Friday and spread southward on 
Saturday. Rainfall totaled 2.63 inches in Tulsa, OK and 2.50 inches in 
Springfield, MO. Widespread light rains dampened the Corn Belt from 
Wisconsin and Illinois eastward. By week’s end, rainfall intensified along 
the front from western Pennsylvania southwestward through the Tennessee 
Valley and into eastern Texas.

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northern four divisions experienced below normal temperatures, while the 
Trans Pecos, Edwards Plateau were above normal. The below normal 
departures -1° in the High Plains, North Central, East Texas to -5° Low 
Rolling Plains.

WESTERN FSU Total Precipitation (mm) 
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FSU-WESTERN: Unseasonably cool weather was accompanied by 
light to moderate showers (10-25 mm, with local amounts in excess 
of 25 mm) over the Baltic States, Belarus, and northern Russia 
(Northwest Region, Central Region, Central Black Soils, Volga 
Vyatsk, and upper Volga Valley). While the rain slowed spring 
grain harvesting, it increased topsoil moisture for planting 1995 
winter grain crops. Planting usually begins in late August in the 
north and progresses southward during September. Cooler weather 
and scattered showers (10-30 mm) over Ukraine eased long-term 
dryness, stabilizing conditions for corn, sunflowers, and sugarbeets 
in the filling stage. Little, if any, precipitation fell over southern 
Russia (North Caucasus and lower Volga Valley), where dryness 
since mid-June has adversely affected corn, sunflowers, and 
sugarbeets. In addition, hot weather early in the week (maximum 
temperatures ranging from 31 to 33 degrees Celsius (C)) increased 
heat stress on crops. 


SOUTHEAST ASIA: Widespread rains covered most rice and 


corn areas of Thailand. 


EASTERN ASIA: Beneficial rain prevailed across Japan, while 
heavy rain persisted across southern China. 


MEXICO: Widespread showers benefited summer crops across the 
main cor belt. 


CANADA: Showers helped immature crops in the north, while 
early harvesting progressed in the southwest.

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FSU-NEW LANDS: Welcomed dryness covered the Urals region 
of Russia, improving conditions for spring grain development. 
However, wet weather (25-50 mm, with local amounts in excess of 
50 mm) fell over the eastern portion of Western Siberia, hampering 
spring grain maturation and early harvesting. Lesser amounts of 
rain (3-16 mm) covered Kazakhstan, causing only minor delays in 
early spring grain harvesting. Weekly average temperatures were 1- 
2 degrees C above normal in the west and 1-3 degrees C below 
normal in the east. In cotton-growing areas of Central Asia, 
unseasonably warm weather favored crop development. 
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EUROPE: Widespread showers covered northeastern Europe, 
delaying winter crop harvesting but replenishing topsoil moisture for 
immature spring grains and summer crops. Weekly rainfall ranged 
from 25 to over 100 mm in eastern Germany and most of Poland. 
Scattered 10-25 mm amounts over northwestern Europe slowed 
harvest progress. Another area of heavier showers (25-50 mm) in 
central Europe again reached into western Hungary. However, 
rainfall diminished to less than 10 mm in eastern Hungary, where 
corn development has been hampered by warm, dry weather during 
the latter half of the growing season. Light showers (less than 10 
mm) and maximum temperatures reaching into the low 30’s C 
prevailed across southern Europe. Near- to slightly below-average 
temperatures halted the unseasonably warm weather that dominated 
northern Europe since July. In Scandinavia, showers and cool 
weather prevailed over crop areas of Norway and southern Sweden, 
while dry weather prevailed over Finland. 
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AUSTRALIA: Light rain (7-16 mm) fell across southern 
Queensland and northern New South Wales, increasing topsoil 
moisture for vegetative winter grains. However, much more rain is 
needed to end the drought. The rain likely came too late for winter 
grain planting. The southern wheat areas were mostly dry, where 
soil moisture is becoming limited. Only the southern portions of the 
western wheat areas received rain (5-15 mm), while the rest of the 
area reported little or no rain. Coastal northeast Queensland was 
dry, favoring sugarcane harvesting. Temperatures averaged near 
normal in the west and 1-2 degrees C below normal in the east. 


SOUTH AMERICA: In southern Brazil, near to freezing 
temperatures were reported across Santa Catarina and northern Rio 
Grande do Sul, stressing reproductive winter wheat. Light to 
moderate rain (10-40 mm, with isolated amounts greater than 50 
mm) fell across the region, keeping soils moist. Seasonably dry 
weather continued to favor coffee, sugarcane, and citrus harvesting 
across Sao Paulo and Minas Gerais. In Argentina, mostly dry 
weather prevailed across the winter wheat areas. Temperatures 
averaged 1-2 degrees C below normal across Argentina and 1-3 
degrees C above normal across southern Brazil.

SOUTH ASIA: Substantial monsoon rainfall continued over most 
of India. Heavy showers (25-100 mm) covered most of Gujarat, 
improving moisture for groundnuts that had only light rainfall in 
recent weeks. Heavy rain also continued in the northwest. Some 
flooding likely occurred in Orissa, where 100-200 mm of rain fell. 
Abundant rains (50-100 mm or more) also covered Bangladesh and 
surrounding areas. In contrast to the wet weather pattern over most 
areas, dryness persisted over western Maharashtra, with less than 10 
mm falling over the coarse grain and sugarcane areas. This 
dryness extended to southern Andhra Pradesh and Tamil Nadu. 


EASTERN ASIA: Widespread moderate to heavy showers (40- 
150 mm) continued across southern China (Guangdong, Guangxi, 
southern Hunan, and Jiangxi), causing additional flooding. Sunnier 
weather is needed for late double-crop rice approaching 
reproduction. The North China Plain and central China (north of 
the Yangtze Valley) were mostly dry (less than 10 mm). This 
region has been receiving somewhat-below-normal rainfall the past 
few weeks. Typhoon Ellie brushed eastern China on August 14-15, 
producing beneficial showers (10-70 mm) across Zhejiang, Jiangsu, 
and eastern Shandong. The storm then hit southern Liaoning on 
August 16, with sustained winds of 45-55 knots (52-63 mph). The 
remnants of Ellie produced widespread showers (20-130 mm) across 
most of Manchuria (missing the western sections), causing some 
flooding, but keeping com and soybeans well watered. 
Temperatures averaged near normal along eastern China and 
Manchuria and 1-3 degrees C above normal across central (Sichuan) 
and northern China. South Korea received moderate showers (15-60 
mm) across the western rice-growing areas. Light to moderate rain 
(10-40 mm, with heavier amounts of 40-80 mm across northern 
Honshu) covered most of Japan, replenishing rice irrigation supplies. 


Temperatures averaged 2-4 degrees C above normal across South 
Korea and Japan.

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SOUTHEAST ASIA: Widespread rain soaked secondary rice and 
corn crops in Thailand and extended over most of the plantation 
crop areas of the Malay Peninsula. Heavy rain (100-200 mm) 
inundated Thailand’s northern highlands, and northern portions of 
Laos and Vietnam. Rainfall also increased over southwestern rice 
areas of Thailand, with 25-100 mm falling over the region. Dry 
weather was restricted to a small area of south-central Vietnam, with 
less than 10 mm of rainfall providing little moisture to rainfed rice. 
In the Philippines, showers were confined to western Luzon, but 
increased from the previous week over Mindanao. Dry weather 
prevailed over Java.

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CANADA Total Precipitation (mm) 
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MEXICO: Widespread showers (20-70 mm) covered the Southern 
Plateau corn belt, benefiting reproductive to filling com and 
sorghum. Showers (10-50 mm) also covered the Yucatan Peninsula, 
aiding germinating to vegetative corn. Light to moderate showers 
(10-25 mm) increased reservoir supplies across the western Sierra 
Madre. Temperatures averaged 1-2 degrees C above normal across 
the main corn belt. 
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CANADA: Beneficial showers fell over northern grain and oilseed 
areas of the Prairies, helping to fill immature crops. However, the 
band of rain missed the driest areas of the southwestern Prairies, 
where early harvesting of the moisture-deficient crop was underway.

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Tropical Storm Beryl Soaks the Eastern United States 


Beryl, the second named tropical system of the 1994 Atlantic 
hurricane season, made landfall near Panama City, FL during the 
evening hours of August 15. Maximum sustained winds were near 
50 miles per hour (mph), with gusts to 64 mph reported along the 
Florida coast at Turkey Point (in Franklin County) and inland at 
Tallahassee. However, Beryl’s chief impact was heavy rainfall and 
tornadic thunderstorms. 


In Florida, Apalachicola reported the heaviest 24-hour rainfall, with 
9.26 inches on Monday. Tallahassee, FL recorded a 24-hour total 
of 4.57 inches (August 15), and a 48-hour total of 6.89 inches 
(August 15-16). Widespread flooding affected the Florida Pan- 
handle east of the pcint of landfall. Once inland, Beryl accelerated 
(unlike the remnants of Tropical Storm Alberto in early July), 
surging northward to near Atlanta, GA by the evening of August 
16, where it was downgraded to an extratropical low pressure 
system. The storm’s circulation center proceeded northward into 
West Virginia on Wednesday before turning northeastward toward 
southern New England and losing definition on Thursday. 
Nevertheless, Beryl’s remnant spin and deep-layered tropical 
moisture induced severe weather and additional heavy rainfall. 


On Tuesday afternoon into Tuesday night, three dozen tornadoes 
struck a corridor from northeastern Georgia to southern Virginia. 
Most of the twisters ripped across the western Carolinas, including 
19 in South Carolina and 13 in North Carolina. Where 
mountainous terrain interacted with the tropical moisture, the 
primary concern was heavy rainfall, as amounts topped 4 inches 
from northeastern Georgia to southern New York. Flooding was 
widespread, but generally minor, as the system’s intense rainfall 
was Offset by its rapid movement. 
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
